Medical science aa voiced by Dr. 
Hugo R. Bony in h is book “Obesity 
and Leanness" (publish ed by Lea 
& Febiger, Ph iladelph ia) distin­ 
guish es between underweigh t—ss 
a result of lack of food or loss of 
appetite in such conditions as tu­ 
berculosis or fever—and leanness 
due to inh erited or acquired dis­ 
turbance of th e body weigh t con­ 
dition. 
In th is sense, leanness la th e 
antith esis of obesity, and wh at is 
true for obesity is also true for th e 
nature of leanness—one is due to 
a tendency to eat too much . and 
th e oth er is due to a tendency to 
eat too little. 
It h as been sh own th at on h igh 
caloric diets lean subjects gain ss 
much weigh t and as rapidly as 
anybody else, if th ey can be in­ 
duced to consume th e diet. Never­ 
th eless, diet instructions frequent­ 
ly fail in lean subjects because of 
inability to follow th e diet for an 
extended period of time. 
Hard as it may be for th e h un­ 
gry obese person to deny h imself 
th e pleasure of eating, it is appar­ 
ently much h arder for th e lean to 
force down h it th roat food th at h e 
does not want.
